Mecting of the Republienn Convention -
Unnunimons Endorscement of Prestdent
Grans Inangural, Ete

AtLanta, Morch 6. —Toe Repablican Conven-
tion was beld nere today, One hoandred and
lour counties were represented by two hun-
dred und thirty-eighl deiegrtes—two hundred
sod cre whites nod thirty seven colored. Al
the countles In the Woite Bels were repres
rcuted,

The Convention was enlled to order by Fos-
ter Bludgett, Chaitman of the Sute Commitiee,
Judge Dunnive, of Atlania, was elected tems
porary ennirpan, aud Beyjamin Couly, Pres-
dent of the State Senate, was chosen permanent
President of the Convention, Tue Convenuon
wns very harmounious,

A preamble snd resolutions wera adopied
ectiing forth the lallure to comiply with the
Reconstruction sclsdn thie organization of tue
Leglelature, requestive Coneress to roogantze
the Le g elature, 1eseat tho colored members, and
estabhish o loywd povornmoezt, The convention
nnanimonsly endoresed the course of Governor
Bultlock and the Inavgural address ol Pres dent
Giant, and sy pointed & commitiee to proceed
1o Washinzton.

One resolution denounees the Legisiature for
the cxpulsion of the colored members as o vio-
lation of the Copstitution of the Btate and the
prvciple of the Beconstruction laws; recom-
mendes the reassembling of tne Constitutional
Copvention: propose the expulsion of certiain
purties engaged n the Rebellion, who, they
claim, are ivpeligible under the fourteenti
vmevdment, aud sapply their places with the
rejected colored members; and also to provide
for the entravchisement of the colored race,

A resolution depouneing General Meade's ad-
mivistration was tabled,
